SAN MATEO VOTES j FLOYD JOHNSON WINS 
FOR BEAUTIFUL PARK ANOTHER FIGHT IN N. Y. 

Bond Issue for $80,000 Carries by Big Fellow Knocks Ont Harry Wll- 
Majority of 4 to 1. limns; Gets Much Publicity. 


By a majority of about 4 to 1 San! 
Mateo voted Tuesday for a bond Issue 
of $80,000 to purchase the beautiful j 
Kohl estate for a public park. In I 
each of the city's five precincts the! 
bonds carried 4 to 1, with the excep-l 
tlon of one precinct, and here the ! 
majority was only slightly less. 

The purchase price of the Kohl es¬ 
tate la $75,000. Of the $5000 surplus 
voted for, $4000 will be expended 4n 
arranging the grounds suitably for 
public park purposes, and the remain¬ 
ing $1000 will be spent In remodeling! 
and Improving the corporation yard. 
It is stated emphatically there will be 
no unnecessary delays In getting the 
newly acquired acreage In shape for 
a grand opening. The Peninsula 
Choral Society’s production of the re¬ 
ligious oratorio, "Elijah,” on Sunday, 
October 1st, will be the first large 
event to be held there. 

The bonds just voted on will be sold 
as soon as the city board of trustees 
complete the official canvass of the 
votes, and actual work In clearing the 
[ property of superfluous undergrowth 
and laying out of certain details such 
as the children’s playground and 
ampitheater will begin In the near 
future. The bonds, bearing 5V4 per 
cent, will be Issued in denominations 
as determined by the city board of 
trustees, and bonds to the amount of 
$2000 will mature each year for forty 
years. 

It is reported that the Frederick 
Kohl estate Is one of the most beauti¬ 
ful spots of its size In California. It 
Is filled with magnificent trees and Is 
largely In its natural state. The re¬ 
sulting city park, it Is believed, will 
be one of the finest In the entire West.

Meeting In San Franeisco Results In 

Location of Route and In Order¬ 
ing of Final Surrey. 

Another step toward the completion 
of the hlghway-transbay bridge proj¬ 
ect was taken in San Francisco at the 
meeting of the directors held re¬ 
cently. At this meeting the three 
directors. Supervisor John MacBain, 
representing San Mateo county, and 
Supervisors Richard J. Welch and J. 

I Emmet Hayden, representing San 
Francisco, were present, as was Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Franklin Swart of this 
county, legal adviser for the highway- 
bridge district One result of the 
meeting was the definite fixing of the 
route the highway Is to take. 

According to reports of the meeting 
there was some slight difference of 
opinion among the directors as to the 
exact location of the proposed high¬ 
way, but these differences were finally 
; Ironed out and the route agreed upon. 

Instructions were issued to the en¬ 
gineers to complete a definite pre¬ 
liminary survey Immediately, and this 
work will start within the next few 
days. The work will be done by a 
representative of the State Highway 
Commission and Assistant City En¬ 
gineer Clyde Healey of San Francisco 
and County Surveyor George A. 
Kneese of San Mateo county, it is be¬ 
lieved. It is understood that the 
route agreed upon is practically the 
same as that recommended by the 
State Highway Commission In its 
original report, following the bay 
line as closely as possibly from South 
San Francisco to Burlingame, passing 
in front of Pacific City, and swinging 
around to the present county highway 
east of the railroad at Beresford. At 
a point south of the Greater San 
! Francisco speedway the route swings 
to the left and runs In a straight line 
to a point on the outskirts of Red¬ 
wood City, from which point it is pro¬ 
posed to connect with the Mtddlefleld 
road and also construct the ap¬ 
proaches to the bridge. 

The present survey Is provided for 
In a tax levy in San Mateo county, the 
San Francisco funds to be provided 
out of the general fund budget. Ap¬ 
proximately $225,000 has been pro¬ 
vided for the survey and acquiring of 
rights of way.

BERS ABSENT; MATTERS OF 

ROUTINE GROUND OUT. 

The county supervisors met in regu¬ 
lar session at Redwood City Monday, 
and although Supervisors John Mac- 
Bain and Thomas Hickey were absent 
the usual routine of business was 
gone through with. 

A communication was received from 
the State Board of Health regarding 
plans for the construction of the 
tuberculosis pavilion at the hoepital, 
calling attention to the requirements 
of the law in such cases and suggest¬ 
ing that the plans and specifications 
be submitted to the board for ap¬ 
proval before ordering the work done. 
Thle communication was ordered filed 
until a future date, and the matter 
will be taken up with the architect, 
W. H. Toepke. 

A claim of Mrs. B. A. Griffith 
against the county library fund was 
ordered oaid on motion of Supervisor 
Francis, seconded by Supervisor 
Rosalie M. Brown. 

Tax Collector Ambrose McSweeney 
appeared before the board and asked 
permission to leave his office to col¬ 
lect taxes In outlying districts of the 
county and In the principal Incor¬ 
porated cities. This Is the usual cus¬ 
tom of the tax collector, and is done 
to accommodate taxpayers who are 
unable to call at the office in Redwood 
Citiy. The permission was granted 
by the board on motion. 

Plans and specifications for the con¬ 
struction of a box culvert at Corte 
Madera creek where that creek 
crosses Fitzpatrick road leading from 
Menlo Park to Alpine, were pre¬ 
sented by County Surveyor George A. 
Kneese. These plans were accepted 
by the board, and the clerk Instructed 
to advertise for bids for the work, 
which It was specified Is to be paid 
tor out of the third district road fund. 

County Surveyor George A. Kneese 
ulso addressed the board In regard to 
a census of automobiles, trucks, etc., 
which the California Bureau oo 
Public Works desires for state sta¬ 
tistics. The bureau has requested the 
assistance of the different counties in 
making the census. This matter was 
continued until the meeting of October 
2d, when It will be taken up further. 

The board again took up the recom¬ 
mendation of the County Social Ser¬ 
vice Commission covering the amount 
of money necessary for the operation 
of the commission during the coming 
year and ordered the same accepted.

The sheep and goats vastly outnumber 
the oxen. Woody Bashan, on the east 
Bide of Jordan, Is still the region 
where one must look for the strong 
bulls. 

Palestine Is not a beautiful country. 
The classical scholar finds charms 
everywhere In Greece, a land conse¬ 
crated to him by the genius of poets 
and philosophers, although a great 
part of Greece Is painfully dry and 
bare. So, too, the traveler who brings 
a mind suffused by reverence and piety 
to spots hallowed by religious associ¬ 
ations sees the landscapes of the Holy 
Land through a golden haite that 
makes them lovely. But the scenery 
of the Holy Land, taken as a whole, 
is Inferior, both In form and In 
color, to that of northern and mid¬ 
dle Italy, to that of Norway and Scot¬ 
land, to that of the coasts of Asia 
Minor, to that of many parts of Cali¬ 
fornia and Washington. 

The hills are flat-topped ridges, with 
a monotonous sky line, very few of 
them showing any distinctive shape. 
Not a peak anywhere, and Tabor the 
only summit recognizable by Its form. 
They are all composed of gray or red¬ 
dish-gray limestone, bare of wood, 
aud often too stony for tillage. Be¬ 
tween the stones or piles or rock there 
are low shrubs, and In the few weeks 
of spring masses of brilliant flowers 
give rich hues to the landscape; but 
for the rest of the year all Is gray or 
brown. The grass Is withered away 
or Is scorched brown, and scarcely

ably never been better described than 
by the late Viscount Bryce, former 
British ambassador to the United 
States. In a communication to the 
National Geographic society, he wrote 
of the Holy Land as follows: 

Palestine is n tiny little country. 
Though the traveler’s handbooks pre¬ 
pare him to find It small, It surprises 
him by being smaller than he expected. 
Taking It as the region between the 
Mediterranean on rtie west and the 
Jordan and Dead sea on the east, from 
the spurs of Lebanon and Herinon on 
the north to the desert at Beersheba 
on the south, It Is only 110 miles long 
and from SO to 60 broad—that Is to 
say, It Is smaller than New Jersey, 
whose area is 7,500 square miles. 

Of this region large parts did not 
really belong to ancient Israel. Their 
hold on the southern and northern 
districts was but slight, while In the 
southwest a wide, rich plain along the 
Mediterranean was occupied by the 
warlike Philistines, who were some¬ 
times more than a match for the He¬ 
brew armies. Israel had, In fact, little 
more than the hill country, which lay 
between the Jordan on the east and 
the maritime plain on the west. King 
David, In the days of his power, looked 
down from the hill cities of Benjamin, 
just north of Jerusalem, upon Phil¬ 
istine enemies only 25 miles off, on the 
one side, and looked across the Jordan 
to Moabite enemies about as far off, 
on the other. 

Nearly all the events In the history 
of Israel that are recorded In the Old 
Testament happened within a terri¬ 
tory no bigger than the state of Con¬ 
necticut. whose area Is 4,800 square 
miles; and Into hnrd'v any other coun¬ 
try has there been crowded from the 
days of Abraham till our own so much 
history—that Is to say, so many events 
that have been recorded and deserve 
to be recorded In the annals of man- 
kind. 

Its Smallness Is Visible. 

Nor Is it only that Palestine Is 
teatl.v a small country. The traveler 
constantly feels as he moves about 
that It Is a small country. From the 
heights a few miles north of Jeru¬ 
salem he Rees, looking northward, a 
far-off summit carrying snow for eight 
months In the year. It Is Hermon, 
nearly 10,000 feet high — Hermon. 
whose fountains feed the rivers of 
Damaacus. But Hermon Is outside the 
territory of Isrnel altogether, standing 
In the land of the Syrians; so, too, 
It la of Lebanon. We are apt to think 
that mountain mass as within the 
country, because Is also Is frequently 
mentioned In the Psalms and the 
Prophets, but the two ranges of I/eh- 
anon also rise beyond the frontiers 
Israel, lying between the Syrians 
of Damascus and the Phoenicians of 
the West. 

Palestine Is a country poor In any 
natural resources. There are practical¬ 
ly no minerals, no coal, no Iron, no 
C0 PP*r, no silver, though recently 
•om* oil has been discovered In 
the Jordan valley. Neither are 
there any large forests, and though 
the land may have been better wooded 
In the days of Joshua than It la now, 
there U little reason to think that 
the woods were of trees sufficiently 
large to constitute a source of wealth.

LARGE DAMAGES AWARDED 
AGAINST INSURANCE COMPANY 


The auto accident in which Ray 
Doty was killed on the highway near 
Tanforan, April 22, 1921, gave rise to 
a lawsuit against the International 
Indemnity Company in which a Judg¬ 
ment for $17,600 was awarded to 
Daniel Doty, the dead youth’s father. 
The judgment was given by Judge G. 
H. Cabanlss of San Francisco Satur¬ 
day. The driver of the death car was 
Victor Seller. 

The company had insured A. Victor 
Seiler against automobile accidents. 
Seller’s machine collided with the 
Doty car, killing Roy Doty and se¬ 
verely Injuring his mother, Mrs. Elsie 
Doty. A third car, property of M. A. 
Lyons, 444 Fourth avenue, San Fran¬ 
cisco, in which the Lyons family was 
riding, was also badly damaged, but 
Its occupants escaped unhurt. 

Seller was arrested and charged 
with manslaughter, also with driving 
an automobile while intoxicated. He 
was tried In Judge George H. Buck’B 
court at Redwood City and found 
guilty of manslaughter by the Jury, 
and not guilty on the Intoxication 


Margaret Macauley, the infant 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. David S. 
Macauley, 667 Howard street, San 
Francisco, died at the Mills Memorial 
Hospital Friday afternoon from burns 
received in an accident near San 
Bruno early Thursday morning of last 
week, when the boiler of a steam 
automobile in which she was riding 
with her parents exploded, following 
a collision with an auto truck. 

Mrs. Macauley, mother of the child, 
was scalded by the explosion, which 
occurred when the Macauley car 
struck the rear end of a truck be¬ 
longing to the San Francisco-San Jose 
Produce Transportation Company, it 
was reported.
